V E are taught by the Apo- 

ſtles Example, to conti- 
nue in their DoCtrine, and Break- 
ing of Bread, and Prayer : As of- 
ten as you ao this, you ſhew forth the 
Lords . Death till he come, as he 
hath appointed us, in the firſt to 
the Corinth..Chap. 11. from ver.23, 
to ver. 30. For I have received of 
the Lord that which alſo 1 delivered 
unto you, that the Lord Feſus, the 
ſame night in which he was betrayed, 
took bread : And when he had given 
thanks, he brake it, and ſaid, Take, 
eat, this is my body, which is broken 


for you : this do in-remembrance of 


took the Cup, when he had ſupped, 
ſaying, This Cup is the New Teſta- 
ment in my blood: this da ye, as oft 
as ye drink it, in remembrance of me. 
For as often as ye eat this bread, and. - 
drink this cup, ye do ſhew the Lords 
death till he come. Wherefore, who- 
ſeever ſhall eat this bread, and drink 
this cup of the Lord unwerthily, ſhall 
be guilty of the body and blood of the 
Lord. But let a man examine. him- 
| ſelf, and ſo let him eat of that bread, 
and drink of that cup. For he that 
eateth and drinketh unworthily, eat. 


felf,, not diſcerning the Lords Body, 
This is very uſeful for all true Chri- 
ſtians, Proteſtants, whether Con- 
formiſts or Nonconformiſts, to Me+ 
ditate on, and keep in their Hou'es 
and Hearts, and to increaſe our 
Faith, and Repentance and Humili- - 
ation, and other - Graces, as Self- 
denyal and godly Fear, and great 
hatred of all Sin, that cauied the 
Lord Chriſt thus greatly to ſuffer 
and die for us : We can never love 
Jeſus Chriſt enough, that ſo Loved 
us, as to become 4 Cirr/e for us, to 
be made Sin tor us, and a Sarcty and 
Sacrifice for us; to pacifie his Fa- 
thers Wrath for us, to be our Peace- 
maker and Mediator : Oh let the's 
great Sufferings of his be a means 
to Inflame our Love to Chriſt, that 
we may love him with an enflamed 
Love, a moſt Superlative and tran- 
{cendent Love : Can we deny to 
Sive up our whole Hearts to him, 


releaſed Barabbes : So when Teſus was ſcourged, he de- 
livered him to te Crucified. WV. 28. They ſtripped him, 

and put on him 1 Scarlet Robe, and put a Reed in his right 
hand, and bowel the knee before him, and mocked him, 
ſaying, Hayl, Ring of the Jews : And then they ſpit upon 
him, and took the reed and ſmote him on the head, and 

after that theyhad mocked him, they took the Robe off 
from him, andbut his own Raiment on him, and ted him 
away to Crucifi him. V. 34. At Golgotha they gave 
him Y:egar ad Gall to drink : {ey that paſſed by re- 
viled him, waging their heads, ſaying, If thou be. the 
Son of God, cowe down from the Croſs. They parted his 
Garments, caſing Lots for his Veſture ; that it might 
be fulfilled in Val. 22. 18. The chief Prieſts mocking 
him, with the eribes and Elders, ſaid, He ſaved others, 
himſelf he canvt ſave ; if he be the Kyng of Iſrael, let 
him now come 'own from the Croſſe. One filled a Sponge 
with Vinegar, ad gave him to drink, putting it on a Reed, 
ver. 48. And fas when he had cryed again with a loud 
voice, yielded u the Ghoſt, ver. 50. And behold the Vail 
of the Temple: ns rent from the top to the bottom, and the 
Earth did quak, and the Rocks rent, and the Graves open- 
ed, ver. 5h, 5%. Which when the Centurion ſaw, he ſaid,
